No, 54.—TLhe 4th’ January 1910.—In the year 1903 His Majesty's Se of State 
for India sanctioned .as.a provisional measure the institation of certain number of scholarships 
tenable by natives of India, in Europe or America. The purpose of these scholarships, 
was to provide for natives of India that higher technical education which might qualify them 
to assist in promoting existing native industries and developing new industries, wherever 
this might be poesible. Technical education for this purpose was defined as (a) the study of 
the scientific methods and principles underlying the practice of any handicraft, industry or 
profession, and (4) the application of thess methods and principles to the handicraft, industry 
or profession in question. Law, medicine, engineering, forestry and veterinary science, being 
already provided for, were not indluded among the subjects to be studied by the holders of the 

ical scholarships, and eprioulsamaee excluded from the scope of the scheme. 

2. The Government of Iudia have decided to award, during the year 1910, one scholar- 
ship to each province, provided the Local Government or Acolatietion concerned has 
a suitable candidate to nominate, and that its recommendation is submitted in accordance 
with the principles whieh are stated in paragraph 5 below, and that the industry to ba 
studied is either already developed or in the process. of development. , 

3, It may, however, happen that owing to the dearth of eligible candidates in certain 
provinces, two or more scholarships may on occasion ba available for allotment to other 
provinces. If, therefore, a Local Government is in a position to recommend confidently 
more than one candidate, such recommendation red submitted to the Government of 
India. In such cases the candidates need not necesearily be selected for the same industry. 

4, As regards the current year, it has been decided, after consultation with representa- 
tives of the mercantile and industrial communities that one candidate will, if possible, be 
recommended forja scholarship in connexion with power loom weaving, finishing and dyeing. 
If a second scholarship is allotted to Bengal, a second candidate may be recommended in the 
same 4 The selection will depend largely on the character of the paplieetions received.

of the Bengal Motor Oar and Oycle Act, 1903 (Bengal Act III of 1908), and in addition 
to the Rules issued under Notification No, 1180J.D., dated the 22nd June 1908, hereinafter 
called the Motor Car Rules, 1 the Lieutenant-Govornor is pleased to make the followin 
Rules for regulating the use of motor cabs in the Town and Suburbs of Caloutta ins 
the town of Howrah :-—

(2) For the purpose of these rules a motor cab means @ light motor car ag defined

(8) On the registration of a motor car as a motor cab, a certificate of registration 
shall be granted by the Commissioner of Police in the form given in Schedule I to these 
Rules.

(4 cei cr anything to the cgntrary in sub-clause (3) of Rule 2 in Part IL 
of the Motor Car Rules, 1908, the fee payable for the registration of a motor car intended

of other motor cabs of the same type belonging to the same owner, provided the owner 
certifies in writing to the Commissioner ‘olice that such motor cabs are his property 
and conform in every respeot to the type of the motor cab already registered. 


(5) A license to drive a motor cab ehall be in the form given in Schedule IT to these 
rules, and the rules therein contained shall be read as a part of these rules. ; 


(6) An applicant for a driver’s license under those rules shall, before receiving such 
lioonse, satify the Commissioner of Police that he is acquainted with tho principal places and 
streets in and around Caloutta and Howrah, that he has a Bisrouigh knowledge of the 
prescribed rates for hire, and that he is in all respects a fit person to be the driver of a motor 
cab. 


) The license of a driver may be cancelled or suspended or otherwise dealt with by 
mmissioner of Police for any breach of these rules. 


(8) No motor car shall be used as @ motor cab unless fitted with a taximeter or approved 
mechanical device to which the seal of the Commissioner of Police has been affixed for 
automatically and visibly registering on each occasion the fare to be charged according to 
the rates for distance or time or a combination of distance and time. 


Every taximeter shall be fitted with an indicator or handle in the form ofa flag on 
which shall be printed the words “ for hire’. The taximeter shall be so constructed that 
when the indicator is vertical the taximeter shall be out of action. Such indicator shall be 
80 as to be clearly visible to any person outside of and in front of the vehicle, and to 
the hirer when inside. ‘d

without seneeiile excuse refuse to accept afare when the indicator isin the vertical

RULES FOR REGULATING THE USE OF MOTOR CABS IN THE TOWN AND SUBURBS 
OF CALCOTTA AND, THE TOWN OF HOWRAH. 


Tn exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Peoee Motor Oar and Cycle 
Act, 1903 (Bengal Act III of 1903), and in addition to the Rules issued under Notifica- 
tion No, 1180J.D., dated the 22nd June 1908, hereinafter called the Motor Car Rules, 1908, 
the Lieutenant-Governor is | to make the following Rules for regulating the use of 
iidtor cabs in the Town and Suburbs of Oaloutta and the town of Howrah :— 


Q Theso rules may be called the Motor Cab Rules, 1910, and shall be read as 
Part of the Motor Car Rules, 1908. 


(2) For the purpose of these rules a motor cab means a light motor car as defined 
in the Motor Car Rules, 1908, used for the purpose of standing or plying for hire in any street 
or public place, 


® On the registration of a motor car as a motor cab, a certificate of registration 
shall be granted by the Commissioner of Polive in the form given in Schedule I to these 
Rules. , 


Notwithstandin ce to the contrary in sub-clause (3) of Rule 2 in Part II 
of the Motor Oar Rules, 1908, the fee payable for the registration of a motor oar intended 
for use as a motor cab shall be Rs. 82, and no fee shall be charged for the registration 
of other motor cabs of the same type belonging to the same owner, provided the owner 
certifies in writing to the Commissioner ‘olice that such motor cabs are his property 
and conform in every respect to the type of the motor cab already registered. "

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(9) In every motor oab there shall be available for the inspection of customers a list of 
rates, and the farg charged" for the hire of the motor shall not exceed the maximum fare 
caloulated ecoording to the scale of the rates set forth in the list as may be applicable. 


(10) The driver of every motor cab shall, as soon as he is hired and no sooner, set the 
taximeter in motion, and upon the terminatiun of the hiring shall immediately stop the same, 
If he neglect or fail to do so, he shall be deemed to have committed a breach of this rule, 
But if a motor oab is called from a garage or a stand to take up a pee er at any place 
less than 500 yards from the garage or stend, the taximeter shall not be set in motion

(14) Every precaution shall betaken by the owner to see that all parts of the mechanism 
of the car are periodically inspected and kept in proper working order ee shall 
be kept of such inspections in a convenient form giving the particulars shown in Schedule III 
to these Rules. ‘I'his register shall be open at any reasonable time to the inspection of the 
Commissioner of Police or any person duly wathctaed by him in that behalf. Aay failure 
to maintain this register or to produce it when oalled for by lawful authority, shall be deemed 
to be a breach of this rule. 


(15) No oil shall be allowed to drop upon the roadway, aud where a tray or undershield 
is fixed below the mechanism of the oar for the purpose of preventing this or for any other 
purpose, such tray or undershield shall be so placed or constructed that no petrol from the 
fenk, supply pipe, or carburettor can collect therein. 


(16) Tanks for petrol must be so placed that any overflow shall not fall on to nor soak 
into cushions, upholstery or floor mats in or about the body, but the filling nozzle shall be 
brought to some point outside the body. No petrol shall be poured into the tank whilst the 
engine is running or whilst any lamp is burning in or on any portion of the car. 


(17) Every.motor ob shall have at least one driving wheel fitted with an approved 


means of preventing or limiting side slip and shall carry at least one spare inflated tyre and 
.rim or other approved device which oan, if névessary, be quickly fitted to any wheel. 


(18) Every motor cab shall be provided with a means of communication between 
passenger and driver. 


_ (19) Where acetylene or other is used to light the carriage, the oylinders or vessels 
which contain the gas or in which it is gen ,» must be fixed outside in such a position 
as to minimize the danger of accidental ignition. 


(20) No printed or written matter other than the sanctioned rates for hire or these rules 
shall appear on the inside or outside of a motor oab or be carried by way of advertisement, 


(21) The doors, windows, seats, roof, springs, wheels, cushions, linings, els, ete., and 
all furniture and appointment of a motor cab shall be in proper order po a rm the paint 
and varnish in good condition and the inside perfectly clean.

Any money 
that may remain to any paying or wandering lunatic’s credit, afver meeting the asylum claim,

RULE$ under Section 4 of the Bengal Steam-Boilers 
and Prime-Movers Act, 1879, since extended 
to all places in the districts of Hooghly, Howrah, 
and the 24-Parganas within a radius of 80 miles 
from Calcutta, to the subdivisions of Raniganj, 
Giridih, and Gobindpur, to the districts of Sonthal

I.—A Boiler Commission shall be appointed to consist of the 
Commissioner of Pvlioe, and not less than three other Oommis- 
sioners to be appointed by Government from time to time.

BIHAR SCHOOL OF ENGINEERING. 


Prosrzcrus For ADMIssIon. 


Tuts school is under the management of the Principal, assitted by a Board of Visitors. 
It owes its“origin to a fund raised by residents of Bihar to commemorate-the visit to India 
of His Majesty the King when Prince of Wales. The object of the fund was the promotion 
of technical instruction in Bihar. The school was formally opened on the 11th July 1896 
by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 

2, The number of students admitted #.the first-year class of each year will be limited 
to 60, Preference is to be given to Biharis, Failing, however, a sufficient number of 
Bihari applicants, students who are natives of other provinces may be admitted, preference 
being gixen to Bengalis domiciled in Bihar over non-domiciled Bengalis or other applicants. 

As far as accommodation is available, students who have passed the final “B” Class 
examination will be admitted to thé second-year class, provided they are not over 21 years 
of age, preference again being given to Biharis and domiciled Bengalis. 

3. The school, as at present constituted, is chiefly engaged in training students for 
appointment as Sub-Overseers, Overseers and Upper Subordinates. 

Students are prepared for the examinations conducted by the Joint Technical 
Examination Board. 

4, The next session will commence on 4th July 1910. 

6. Inthe Overseer Department, which corresponds to the Apprentice Department 
of the Sibpur College, the monthly fee is Re. 1-8, except for non-domiciled Bengalis, who 
shall pay Re. 8. Government scholarships of the value of Rs. 7 a month, tenable one year, 
are awarded each year on the results of the annual examination, eight being tenable in the 
second-year class, siz in the third-year class, and sir in the fourth-year class, Of the 
scholarships attached to the school, 75 per cent. are to be reserved for those students who are 
Biharis by race. The teaching is in English. 

6. Candidates for admission to the Overseer Department must be under 20 years of 
age, and must have passed one of the tests mentioned below :— 

(1) The Entrance Examination of an Indian University in Eaglish and Mathematics, © 

(2) Standard VII of the Code for European Schools.
